Forsaking the highroad of 
travel and study, scholarly Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Charles Verheijen, of 
Holland and South America, is 
honoring the college with an ex- 
tended visit. The distinguished 
monsignor came to the United 
States under the patronage -of the 
Austrian University (Graz) in 
pursuit of his studies in medicine 
and psychiatry throughout the 
country. 

As a youth, through prolonged 
visits in foreign countries with 
his father, a Dutch^, Consulate, 
young Charles acquired, already 
in his boyhood, a knowledge of 
French, German and English. 

Following his ordination to the 
priesthood in Holland, Msgr. Ver- 
heijen was accepted by a bishop 
in the state of Bahia, Brazil, in 
which diocese he proceeded to 
take up his work. While in 
South' America he not only mas- 
tered a fifth language, Portugese, 
but his labors were rewarded with 
a series of promotions, ceasing 
only at the end of fifteen years when 
he became stricken by- the diead 
yellow fever.- Therefore, six 
years ago, having been granted 

an indefinite leave of absence, 

he returned again to Europe. The 
chancellor^ of Austria, recognizing 
his knowledge of psychiatry,, ap- 
pointed our honored guest to 
the directorship of a state san- 
atorium for mental patients.

Their enthusiastic re- 
sponse was decisive; Father Paul 
called a second meeting Oct. 25. 
On that evening a constitution 
was adopted and officers for the 
year elected. 

The society has four chief ob- 
jectives, namely: to encourage a 
greater appreciation ■ of poetry 
written in the Catholic spirit; to 
stimulate creative endeavors a- 
mong its members; to provide a 
forum for -the ’ discussion of poetic 
theories and tendencies; and to 
offer mutual advice and encour- 
agement. 

Being a charter member isa dis- 
tinction. Being a character offi- 
cer, an added distinction. This 
latter Theodore Staudt possesses 
as first President of the Catholic 
Poetry Society. So do John Bannan, 
Vice-President;/ Edmund Ryan, 
Secretary, and Norbert Sweet- 
erman, Treasurer. Mr. Ryart will 
have, besides the usual duties of 
his office, that of informing the 
national organization of our acti- 
vities monthly. 

Members in the society will be 
enlisted from among the upper 
classmen, freshmen being accept- 
ed only by invitation based on 
merit. . 

As a national organization the 
Catholic. Poetry Society of Ameri- 
ca has its headquarters in New 
York City. Very active affilated 
units exist in Boston, Washington, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Denver, 
and in several Catholic colleges 
throughout the country. __

CROSS DIES ^ 


His father seriously injured as 
a result of an auto-train acci- 
dent the day 'previous near Wa- 
bash, Indiana, George Cross, 
President of the Freshman class, 
was called to the Wabash hos- 
pital Friday morning, October 
22. At mid-afternoon of the 
same day, Mr. Cross peacefully 
answered the Divine Call and 
passed on to his Eternal reward. 
Every /member” of the’ family was 
present at his bedside, including 
his son, Leonard, who this year 
is completing his studies for the 
priesthood at -Catholic Univer- 
sity in Washington. 

The accident occurred while Mr. 
Cross was driving over a detour 
near Wabash. Heavy rain was 
falling, limiting his vision to a 
great extent; 

Hearing the sad news, all col- 
lege freshmen remained after 
evening Benediction and in a 
body recited the Rosary for the 
deceased father of their bereaved 
class leader. Following the Ro- 
sary, a meeting was held in 
Science Hall where it was de- 
cided that a Spiritual Bouquet 
of Masses, prayers and Holy 
Communions be formed by the 
students. 


ST. JOE FROSH 
ALSO RATE •• 

In glancing through some col- 
lege newspapers which are ex- 
changed fore STUFF, we ran 
across an article in the Saint 
Mary “Taper” which bears an inter- 
esting parallel to an occurrence 
here at St. Joseph’s. (Thei “Taper” 
is edited by the students , of St. 
Mary’s College, an educational 
institution for girls in Lea ven- 
worth, Kansas). 

There, in the English place- 
ment test taken by eighty fresh- 
men, the article states, twenty- 
one, or 26%, merited a grade 
which entitles them to pursue a 
course in advapfed composition 
ins tead of the regular Freshman 
Composition. 

As a result of the Purdue 
University placement examina- 
tion given to eighty-three fresh- 
men at St. Joseph’s* thirty, or 
36%, made the test equally sat- 
isfactorily. Moreover, although 
Only twenty-four of, the college 
freshmen who look this examina- 
tion were high school . seniors at 
St. Joseph’s last year, fifteen 
of these were among the thirty 
who - ‘passed it with honors," and" 
only tWb of these twenty-four 
fell in the lower' quartile. ; 

Because of "the widespread be- 
lief that women are, &ccordin£ 
to average, far better ^Students 
than men, andTibcaiKfi-we do not 
intend to hide the lights of our 
own freshmen, we are prompted 
to make this special note.

The Rev. Gilbert F. Esser, 
C. PP. S., Army Chaplain 


CHAPLAIN ESSER 
VISITS CULVER 


Chaplain Gilbert F. Esser join- 
ed the officers of northern Indiana 
in a week-end camp held at Cul- 
ver Military Academy recently. 
The exercises included practical 
firing and terrain tactics as well 
as lectures and parade review. 

The Chaplain is more famili- 
arly known to us as Father Esser, 
teacher of Latin and Greek, man- 
ager of the book store, amateur 
printer, collector of old coins, and 
the like. Among his many hob- 
bies he also holds an officer^ 
commission in the U. 9. arrpy. 
He is assigned to -the -37-tb -regi- 
ment of Field ArtiUery, with 
headquarters in South Bend, In- 
diana. His raqk is that of 
first lieutenant, though Chap? 
lains are not properl y addressed 
by rank bat simply as Chaplain, 
regardless of raqk, 

The United States army has 
three components, the standing 
army (Regulars), the National 
Guard (also knowq as the state’ 
militia), and the Organized Re- 
serves. The Regular Army is 
constantly kept under drill, ready 
for any national emergency. The 
National Guards are state troops 
in time of peace, which may 
be called to national defense in 
case of war; meanwhile, how- 
ever, being subject to call with- 
in their state. The Reserves 
Consist theoretically of officers 
and men who prepare themselves 
for war by study and occasional 
active duty. In practice, how- 
ever, there are only officers in 
the Reserves, distributed among 

the various arms and- services, 
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such as: infantry, cavalry,;; artil- 
lery, medical corps, aviation corps, 
signal corps,; chaplaips’ corps, 
etc. It is in the latter ” named 
that Father Esser holds his com- 
mission. Appointments e ixi • the 
Reserves are for a duration of 
five years. 

Credit hours are extended to 
Reserve and.. National Guard of? 
ficers for lessons completed in 
Army Extension courses, for 
time._sgent in occasional active 
duty, and for varioup other study 
activities. Among the latter are 
contact camps, in which officers 
become acquainted with each 
other in order that they may 
cooperate more efficiently in case 
of war, and aid each other in 
solving problems involving mili- 
tary knowledge generally. 

Father Esser states that where- 
as 200 hours are required for 
reappointment in the same grade 
after five ..-.years, he has already 
accumulated nearly 300 hoprs. 
In two more years' he ex- 
pects promotion to the grade of 
Captain. Beyond that, the grades 
open to chaplains are those of. 
major and lieutenant colonel. 

In his work with the men In 
the CCC camp at Medaryville, 
Father Esser is^gaining further 
valuable experience with army 
officers and men. It was while 
engaged in this work that he 
resolved to apply for a commis- 
sion in the army. 


With the time for the keenly 
anticipated home-coming game 
now only a few hours distant the 
campus is buzzing with excite- 
ment.

Armistice Day is a celebration 
of peace. The world, however, has 
practically lost the peace acquir- 
ed on the first Armistic-a Day, 
November 11, 1918, at the close 
of a war fought to make it safe 
for d emoc racy. Education govern- 
ed by Christian principles will 
restore that peace. Around this 
central theme Congressman Char- 
les A. Halleck built his lecture 
given on the eve of Armistice 
Day in r the college auditorium. 

We have often heard scholar- 
ly dissertations on this subject 
of education, but never one. so 
human and so intensely interest- 
ing as the address of Congress- 
man Halleck. It was delightfully 
informal. With seemly random 
shots of wit and humor Mr. Hal- 
leck led his audience unsuspect- 
ingly into the very heart of his 
main topic. Even his interesting 
sidelight on the inspiration of a 
visit to the Capitol City and his 
picture of the congressional body 
in action were woven into the 
theme so as to emphasize the 
final impression. 

His conclusion expressed a spir- 
it of optimism. Despite the seem- 
ing failure of-the World War; 
despite the social and economic 
difficulties confronting us, he said 
in substance, our outlook is more 
favorable than that of any other 
country. As our oldest traditions 
of a free government have kept 
us a democracy, we have little 
to fear as long as we adhere to 
these traditions. 

Congressman Halleck, with his 
laughing seriousness, is a 
true American Stateman. Sincere 
to a degree that commands res- 
pect, his sense for humour pre- 
vents him from losing his pers- 
pective. He . complimented the 
students for their unusual atten- 
tion, but with such a magnetic 
speaker the boys’ enthusiasm was 
easy to understand.

Art Institute 
Orator Speaks 
At Assembly 

Dr. ^/atson Of Chicago 
Explains Modern 
Trends

Taking his enthused audience 
on an art journey across America 
“from Manhattan to the Grand 
Canyon,” Dr. Dudley. Crafts Wat- , 
"son from tbcT Chicago Art Insti- 
tute gave an illustrated lecture in • 
Alumni Hall Wednesday evening, 
November 3. An increased num- 
ber of townsfolk from Rensselaer 
and the citizenry of Collegeville 
attended. 

Instructor of Public Speech, 
Father Robert Koch, presented 
the speaker who began, “In lieu 
of the fact that most of you are 
wondering as to what position you 
will fill after your college days, I 
will state that forty per cent of 
present day working people are 
engaged in jobs that did not exist 
twonty-five years ago. There- 
foi-e,” Dr. Watson added encourag- 
ingly, “why be too greatly con- 
cerned now when the position you 
will ultimately fill has perhaps 
not yet been created. We are 
headed for a definite equalization 
between, laborers- _on -hand- and— 
labor to be done.” 

Attired in full di'lss and re- 
vealing a friendly personality be- 
hind his decidedly English accent, 
the son of Geneva, Wis., pointed 
out that future occupations will 
pertain not to mechanics, but to 
the furthering of art and beauty 
in the forms of painting, music, 
radio and the cinema. Within 
the next decade, ^ixty million 
Americans will be interested in 
producing and- d-aveloping true 
American art, he said. 

Lovei's of popular music were 
pleased when the eminent teacher 
and radio speaker declared, “Am- 
erican syncopation should not be 
too sti-ongly detested, because, bas- 
ed upon rhythmical beat of the 
Indian tom-tom and negro spirit- 
ual, this music porti-ays that 
which is all of us.”- 

Progressing into his self-styled 
music-picture symphony, the lec- 
turer presented the works of 
pi-ominent modern artjsts, repre- 
senting all sections of the land. 
In showing his colored slides upon 
the auditorium screen to ,the ac- 
companiment of appropriate music. 
Dr. Watson used a double lens 
projector which he operated by 
remote control from the stage. 
Pictures of modern skyscrapers, 
the Chicago Exposition, trees, and 
the Grand Canyon brought chor- 
uses of approval from the spec- 
tators:"'; — — " 

Dr. Watson’s lecture is added to 
the list of high caliber assembly 
pi'ograms presented for St. Joe 
students thus far this year.

Not once in the entire game 
was: the Cardinals’ quarterback 
forced to resort to punting, and 
only two of the touchdowns were 
results --of passes. The Cards- were 
content to use simple running 
plays, which , they found very 
effective. 

■ To pick and outstanding Car- 
dinal player would be impossible 
unless Michalewicz would get the 
laurel wreath for scoring the only 
point af.ter touchdown. For the 
Oaks it was a different .story, 
Bigham being truly heroic in at- 
tempting to keep his team to- 
gether.

Twice in the history of the 
athletic relations between Elm- 
hurst College and St. Joe, the 
Illinois . eleven have defeated the 
local boys. They were out to do' 
it again this year when the' 
Cardinals traveled to meet them 
on their own gridiron. Their ef- 
fort, brilliant, as it was, resulted 
only in a tie, for the Cardinals 
were just as determined to de- 
stroy the jinks and come home 
with Another victory ^ to end 
their football season. If they did 
.not win, they at least) did more 
than, any other team has, been 
able, to do against these power- 
ful opponents; they scored twice 
and garnered thirteen points to 
Elmhurst’s thirteen, Saturday 
afternoon, Nov. 13. - 

This score is all the more tell- 
ing when examined in the light 
of other statistics-. Elmhurst has 
be*n playing some of the out- 
standing aterms in the. country. 
Granting that one may .make 
statistics prove that white is 
black, and black, white,- statistics 
do not necessarily prevaricate. 
When Illinois Wesleyan can hold 
Ellmriurst by only one touchdown, 
winning by the slim margin of a 
6-0 score; when Illinois Wesleyan 
beats DePaul 7-6; when De Paul 
and Illinois tie up at 0 - 0; when, 
finally, Illinois and, Notre Dame 
repeat what De Paul and Illinois 
did, just what do you have to 
say about the St. Joe - Elm- 
hurst 13 - 13 score ? - 

Both teams did stellar offen- 
sive playing, Elmhurst being 
perhaps somewhat .' the more 

■ .successful on • rushes through 
Renter; St. Joe doubtlessly on 
end runs executed by Scharf and 
Duax. Strobe)' of Elmhurst found 
his opposition less formidable be- 
cause of the numerous injuries 
which kept 'or rerpoved from the 
-ganth- some ‘ "of St. Joe’s firsts- 
’ 3 tring T .men. However, this is not 
‘said to take from him any of 

the credit he deserves; those 
first downs gathered on two suc- 
cessive plunges and repeated in 
quick succession prove him a 
powerful halfback who^ takes 
punishment unflinchingly, and 
who w ould be an as set, to any 
.college or professional team in 
the country. 

First Quarter 

St. Joe has learned since the 
Valpo game that an early start 
is imgerative.^n three plays they 
scored; Michalewicz received the 
, touchdown pass from. Scharf and 
- -galloped across the goal line. 
While Captain Dreiling stood on 
his sound, leg on the sideline, 
Buck Jones kicked the extra 
point. The score was 7 - 0 in 
the Cardinals’ favor, and the 

■ game had just begun. Receiving 
the ball on their, thirty-yard line, 

-'Elmhurst rah ‘it up to the forty, 
kicked, find found themselves the 
defenders .on, the Cards’ forty. 
At that point St. Joe lost tem- 
porarily the support of their husky 
guard, Tippmann, whose ankle 
needed attention. Duax carried the 
ball for a five-yard gain on amend 
rpn dnd the loss of three coveted 
(false) teeth. Immediately Scharf . 
gathered another gain on an off- 
tackle run. When he was later 
covered on an attempted pass 
'he tucked the pigskin under his 
arm and carried it for fifteen 
yards and first down. When two 
incomplete passes and an end 
run registered loss rather than 
"gain St. Joe kicked on Elmhurst’s 
forty-three yard line. Back on 
their own twenty-yard stripe, the 
opponents picked up six yards on 
twp attempts at rushing, and 
^kicked on third down. The Cards 
, renewed th^ir challenge on their

forty-five. Having lost yardage 
on a fumble which they recover- 
ed, they began a beautiful for- 
ward march. Scharf ran' for 
fourteen yards; Thuerk lateraled 
to Duax for seventeen. The 
Elmhurst line was holding, the 
Cards gaining little more than 
two yards on tyro attempts,, . at 
rushing. One attemptd pass was 
incomplete; on the second St. Joe 
was penalized fifteen yards for 
intentionally grounding the ball,. 
Again Elmhurst took up thev of- 
fensive, gained seven yards, ‘and 
kicked on fourth down to St. Joe’s 
twelve. Scharf brought the ball 
back to the twenty-five; Elm- 
hurst was penalized for clipping. 

Second Quarter 

With the wind in their favor 
Elmhurst elected to punt when 
they next received the ball. St. 
Joe’s safety mam was not- alert; 
the ball rolled to the' twenty- 
yard line. A gain of ten yards 
by Scharf failed to balance a 
fifteen-yard clipping penalty on 
Jones, and St. Joe kicked against 
the wind. The punt went up in- 
stead of out. Elmhurst was in 
scoring position. Two plunges 
garnered five yards. On third 
down, on an end run off right 
tackle, Bucholz with little assi- 
stance^ from his team . mates, 
dashed through five Cardinal 
players who slipped off him 
as though he were a hot potato, 
and downed the ball behind their, 
goal line. The kick for point also 
tallied, and the score was tied. 
St. Joe had to begin the contest 
anew. 

Scored against, they received 
the kick-off, Thuerk carrying the 
ball back from the- twenty to 
the forty-five yard line. There 
the Cards’ failed on downs, and 
Duax punted back to Elmhurst’s 
fifteen. The quarter was six 
minutes old when Yocis substitut- 
ed for Badke'/ who had to retire 
from the garhe permanently be- 
cause of an injtired back liga- 
ment sustained a week earlier 
from which he had not fully re- 
covered. The Elmhurst plunging, 
machine functioned twice in suc- 
cession for first down and im- 
mense gains, two plays only be- 
ing needed both times' to register 
these gains. Then, penalized fif- 
teen yards for holding, ' their 
machine slipped a cog, and St. 
Joe became the aggressors, 
Scharf receiving the ball on the 
twenty and tarrying it up to 
the forty-nine yard line. His end 
run did not add to this. Yocis 
advanced four yards. The next 
play, a pass, was intercepted and 
returned thirty-eight yards. Elm- 
hurst was again threatening at 
least slightly. However, they lost 
seven yards on the first down, 
failed on a pass, picked up five 
yards rushing, and attempted a 
pass on fourth down to give St. 
Joe the ball on the eighteen-yard 
line. Meanwhile Michalewicz had 
to retire from, (he game on an 
injury. 

In two plaWs the Cards now 
made a first down, Scharf car- 
rying the ball for nine yards, 
and Duax for three. Before an- 
other play could be called, Gillig 
hpd to go out, his shoulder joint 
having slipped out of place., 
Curosh substituted. The next 
three pjays netted another first 
down, the ball being carried to ; 
Elmhurst’s forty-five. Scharf wasi 
thrown for a loss on the next 
play, only to gather seven yards 
a little later. A fourth-down pass 
was copipleted, but fell short 
of the necessary yardage, As the 
quarter ended Elmhurst had 
possession of the ball, but had 
just been thrown for a twelve- 
yard loss when their passer was 


downed before he could deliver. 
Ii Third Quarter 

St. Joe received the kick-ofr, 
but- lost the ball immediately on 
downs. Elmhurst moved down to 
the nineteen-yard line in four 
attempts for p 'first down. Pen- 
alized there fifteen yards because 
their backfield was in motion when 
the ball was snapped, they tried 
unsuccessfully bo advance -the 
ball for three downs. They had 
a perfect set-up for a field goal, 
both wind and position being to 
their advantage. It failed to 
tally, and the Cards became the 
aggressors for two plays. Start- 
ing at the twenty stripe Scharf 
advanced \twelve yards. A fumble 
bn the second pU^'ftas an evil 
god; Elmhurst recovered, made 
first down on the twelve, again 


on the Hvo, and on the next rush, 
goal. The. k!ick for point did not 
register. Receiving the ball on 
the kick-off, Duax plowed back 
from the two-yard line to the 
thirty-two. Scharf carried on to 
the forty five on the first play. 
Garnering only five yards on their 
next three attempts, the Cards 
had to punt. Duax’ boot was 
tremendous; Elmhurst, back on 
their sixteen-yard marker, elected 
to return the punt. The exchange 
was- profitable for the Card s, 
who now had the ball on their 
own fortty. They decided to 
capitalize on it. On the first 
two plays Scharf and Duax picked 
up one and five yards respective- 
ly; on the third, Scharf tore 
through center to the opponents’ 
thirty-three.,. _ First down and 
twelve yards gain on the next 
two plays; first down on the two 
that succeeded. The ball was 
now on, Elmhurst’s ten-yard line. 
Scharf moved it up to the five 
immediately, and the quarter end- 
ed. 

Fourth Quarter 

A one-yard loss; an incompleted 
pass. Would St.- Joe score or 
lose her golden opportunity. She 
sepred: Scharf to Petit on a pass, 
and . the ball game was tied up 
once more. Jones failed to con- 
vert. 

The rest of that final quarter 
was a battle royal. Ten times 
the ball exchanged hands as each 
earn fought desperately, gallant- 
ly, brilliantly to bteak the tie. 
Line smashes and end runs ' and 
passes; penalties, too, featured 
every moment of its breathless 
suspense. When less than two 
minutes remained, the Cards re- 
ceived the ball on their thirty- 
four. Scharf made first down on 
.he second play. He passed long 
to Duax in the semidarkness, and 
almost, into the hands of Curosh 
on a second effort. Petit ran nine 
yards on the next play; Scharf 
closed his career by another first 
down as the gun prevented fur- 
ther struggle.
